A CONTRACT AGREEDTTPON 


Decatur's Streets to Be Illuminated 


by Electricity. 


From Sunday's Dally. 


Mr. McDonald, representing the 


Jenney Electric Light company, ar- 
rived in Decatur yesterday morning, 
and in the afternoon held a confer- 
ence with the Gas committee of the 
city council relative to the proposition 
made by his company to furnish the 
city a plant for lighting our streets 
and thoroughfares with electricity. 
The conference was attended by all 
the members of the Gas committee 
and by the mayor avd city attorney. 
The proposition m ade by the company 
was accepted and at a conference held 
last night a formal contract was 
agreed upon and signed by the mem- 
bers of the committee and by Mr. 
McDonald. The contract provides that 
the Jenney company shall furnish the 
plant at a cost of $16,000. The plant 
will include two 30-hght dynamos, 
eight irun towers each 125 feet high, 
one Bass engine of 100 horse power, 
forty lamps fur use ht the intersec- 
tions o£ streets, together with iron 
tnasts from which to suspend them, 
and the necessity wire and other ap- 
pliances necesdiiry to the successful 
ppeiationof the plant. Thecompauy 
is to build the towers, string the wires 
and place tLe machinery in position; 
in short to furnish the plant and turn 
it over to the city in successful work- 
ing order. In payment therefore the 
company agrees to accept time war- 
rants due in one, two and three years. 
The warrants are to draw interest at 
the rate of six per cent from the time 
of the acceptance of the plant by the 
city. 
Mr. McDonald left for Ft. 


Wayne with tho contract last night. 
The contract will be returned to the 
Gas committee to-morrow, signed by 
the officers of the Jeuney company. 
Tho committee will present it to the 
council for appr ival at a meeting to 
be held not Liter than Wednesday 
evening. 
The 
contract 
will be 


promptly appioved. There will not 
be more than two dissenting votes, 
and it is quite probable that there 
will be but ouo. 
Upon its approval 


by the council the contract will be 
binding both upon the city and the 
company. 


Mr. McDonald stated yesterday 


that the company would be able to 
commence the work of building the 
towers within ten days after the i-p- 
proval of the contract. Work on the 
foundations will therefore be begun 
about Novembei. The foundations 
will be built of brick. Each founda- 
tion will be in the form of a truncated 
pyramid. The base will be six feet 
square and the top four feet square. 
Tne height will be six feet. 
The 


towers will be built of star iron. Each 
will be provided with five lamps. The 
towers will bo placed in various parts 
of the city, but the sites have not yet 
b"en selected. The dynamos and en- 
gine will be placed in the water works 
building. Sleatn for the engine will 
be supplied by the boilera at the 
works and Iho machinery will bo in 
charge of the superintendent of the 
works. By this means the plant will 
be operated at a minimum ot expense. 
If the weather be favorable the lamps 
will be ready for lighting within six 
weeks -after tho commencement of 
work on the tower foundations. This 
means that before the Christmas hol- 
idays our streets will be lighted by 
electricity. 
The cost of lighting the 


city by gas and gasoline is over $400') 
per year. The cost of lighting it by 
electricity will be less than $2000. 
The superiority of the latter system 
is apparent and as it will save the 
city $2000 or more per year, no one 
should object to making the outlay 
necessary to secure its benefits. 


We are securing the new system 


upon most favorable terms, and that 
we are doing so is largely due to 
the Gas committee, the member of 
woicti 
D» 
V" labored earnestly to 


obtain better street illumination. 


A lU.ii'kec House. 


" Tiiat is one of the conveniences," 


said a professional man, "which a de- 
cent regard for the comfort of the 
housewives in Docatur requires. As 
things are now, if a lady wishes to 
buy country produce she is perhaps 
compelled to run all over town to get 
what she wantH, for it of tentiines hap- 
pens that tho grocer with whom she 
regularly trades is unable to supply 
her. 
The grocers are moreover mid- 


dlemen in the cvnintry produce busi- 
ness, and if we had a market house 
here we could not only get all pro- 
duce cheaper, but the farmers would 
in general receive more lor it. A 
market house need not cost much 
money and need not be located where 
it will of necessity require a great 
rental. Many less pretentious cities 
than Decatur have market houses in 
successful operatijn. Little Eock, 
Ark., is a notable instance. Market 
houses are in most cases owned by 
the city, but many of them are oper- 
ated by private individuals at a profit. 
In a market house there are a large 
number of stalls ranging in size from 
10x10 feet up, and the farmer who 
bricgs produce to the city has only 
to go there, rent a stall and offer his 
produce for sale. When such a house 
is established the housewife und«r- 
stands that she ia to go there for 
country produce fresh,' and she is 
saved tils bother of running all over 
town. One might be built here in 
the early spring, and sanctioned by 
tho city authority. In snch H case it 
would prove a profitable investment 
to the owner, and would in the aggre- 
gate cause a great saving in the pur- 
chase of country produce by our citi- 
zens."

California Sketches. 


The Hendess pass road, a narrow 


wagon trail, is not wide enough at all i 
points for teams to pass. The road 
rules aro rigidly observed and the i 
driver having the outside track must , 
keep an outlook for convenient pas-1 
sages or take his chances of going 
down the canyon. 
Nearly afl the 


mountain teams wear strings of bells 
and are invariably proceeded about a 
quarter of a mile by a collie. As 
soon as the dog sees an approaching 
team he swiftly returns to his master, 
who halts and gives the peculiar "vo- 
del" of the mountain teamster. 


We did not wish to tent in any of 


the little towns and it was frequently 
difficult to find desirable camping 
spots. Of water there was always a 
sufficiency, as our road was close to 
three large mining ditches, and the 
water in them was the clear and cool 
melted snow of the higher peaks. 
There is a time-worn punning anec- 
dote of interest here—that of tne lost 
traveler endeavoring to find his loca- 
tion, his every question bringing the 
same reply, "YubaDam." Wo crossed 
theYubasand down three miles of 
winding precipitous descent to the 
river. Looking up stream from the 
bridge is the veritable "Yuba Darn." 
Far below us in the river bed, where 
a channel had been turned, were hun- 
dreds of Chinamen washing for gold. 
One afternoon in driving through a 
small settlement we inquired for good 
camping groiud and were informed 
there was a chapparal five miles dis- 
tant, which was a favorite stopping 
place. We reached there just before 
sunset, and tbe scene was worthy an 
artist's pencil. It was a little glade 
surrounded on three sides by tall trees 
and a dense 
growth of manzinta 


bushes. The bright rays of the set- 
ting sun shifted through the dark re- 
cesses and the grass, thick and green, 
was dotted here and there with clus- 
ters of tall ferns. Wild vines clam- 
bered in rich luxuriance over dead 
trees, and long stems of mountain 
moss swayed in the breeze.

:t ituily, antl who take great pains ia 
their sVill :iml proliciency in the art*' 
may do the cookinu in hotels, vestan-- 
rau'ts anil in idle men's palaces, but 
for tbe great mass ot the world, femala 
cooks will continue to provide the food 
for the human race. And it is becomj 
ing too fashionable for the daughters of 
well-to-do farmers and to\vu tradesmen! 
to priOe themselves in their total igno- 
rance of the operations in the kitcTien.1 
As a consequence the race is degenerat^ 
ing into dyspeptics aud to petulant 
aud irritable cituens. A man can not 
be expected to be pleasant or display d 
Christian spirit when his coffee is n« 
better taan'dishwater, his beefsteak inJ 
sipid, raw or burnt, his biscuit hard 
und green with suleriiUis, and his breail 
soggy, solid and half-baked. 
And if 


the woman of thn house is ignorant ot 
the lirst principles ot domestic economy 
aud has to rely on an ignorant, careless 
Irish Biddy for the preparation of his 
food, there is no wonder that divorce 
cases arc so common or that so much 
mi happiness exists in the households 
whore content and happiness ought to 
dwell.
